Among a certain clam of hoys and 


young men who are In the habit of aU 
tending entertainments at the Opera 
House, the idea seems to prevail that if 
they pay their money and get inside 
they have a right to do just aa they 
please, however much they may annoy 
others by tfielr unruly conduct. Among 
other disorderly practices is that ol 
cracking pea-nuts and throwing shells 
about the room, which creates a good 
deal of noise and cannot fail to annoy all 
Who are within hearing of it, and it is 
frequently carried to such an extent 
that it can he heard throughout the en- 
tire room, as was the case last night at 
the concert 
Now, cracking pea-nuts 


would not be particularly objectionable 
at a town meeting or any other place 
where talking is freely indulged in, pro- 
vided it were ft proper place to scatter 
nut shells about, hut to do so at a con- 
cert, or locture, or any other place 
wheie people are anxious to hoar every 
word spoken, or sung, and see all that is 
done by those giving the enteitainment, 
is an intolerable nuisance, 


Por instance, take an entertainment 


like that given at the Opera House last 
night, where refined and cultured ears 
and tastes arc to be gratified, and pleas- 
ed with beautiful harmonies, how com- 
pletely is the effect destroyed, and the 
pleasure spoiled for all sensitive and 
Cultivated ears by the noise occasioned 
by the constant cracking of pea-nuts, or 
by-loud whispeiing or talking 
We 


hope that more stringent rules will be 
adopted by the managers Of our Opera 
House, ia regard to older, than have 
hitherto obtained, and if there are 
stiong headed, unruly boys that will not 
comply 
with proper and reasonable 


legulations let them be bounced out by 
the police without ceremony. 


While upon this subject of order in 


the Opera House, we will allude to the 
intolerable noise made by boys in tho 
gallery before the commencement of 
ontoitainmonts, and between tho acts, 
Tho demonstrations of this kind are oft- 
en in the highest degree disgraceful, arid 
more in keuping with tho custom* and 
practices of savages and barbarians than 
with those of civilized society
